ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  year  ending  31st  December,  1929,  has  shown  a  slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  received  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  the  number  treated  being  503,  as  against  490, 
an  increase  of  7.  Of  these  cases,  418  were  surgical,  of  which  83 
were  accidents  and  83  medical.  There  were  302  operations 
performed,  of  which  82  were  major  and  220  minor. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  the  Hospital  per  patient 
was  17.6  days.  The  combined  number  of  patients’  days  was 
8,941.  The  average  cost  of  maintenance  and  nursing  per  day 
was  7/-,  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  or  a 
total  cost  per  patient  of  £6  3s  ll^d.  The  total  cost  of 

maintenance  and  nursing  was  £3,117  16s  lOkl,  about  £260  per 
month. 

During  the  year,  2,045  electric  treatments  have  been  given 
and  413  X-ray  examinations  made,  there  being  672  individual 
patients  in  this  department. 

The  Committee  appreciate  very  highly  all  organised  and 
individual  support  which  they  have  received  and  would 

make  special  mention  of  the  Hospital  Women  Workers’  Guild 
and  the  House-to-House  Collectors. 

During  the  year,  the  Hexham  Congregational  Young 
People’s  Guild,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Harrison,  raised 
the  sum  of  £50,  which  they  have  applied  to  the  tiling  and 
renovating  of  the  Service  Room.  The  Committee  wish  to 

express  their  thanks  for  this  generous  gift. 

The  Committee  tender  their  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Surgeons, 
Mr  T.  A.  Hindmarch,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Mr  J.  Brumwell,  F.R.C.S., 
and  the  Hon.  Physician,  Mr  W.  E.  Hume,  C.M.G., 

M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  the  Matron  and  Staff  for  their 

devoted  service  during  the  year,  and  the  Secretary,  Mr  M.  Green, 
for  his  enthusiastic  and  efficient  work. 

Thanks  are  also  expressed  to  Messrs  J.  A.  and  F.  T. 
Iveson,  Chartered  Accountants,  who  have  again  acted  as 
Honorary  Auditors  for  the  year. 
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MATRONS  REPORT. 

There  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  1929,  481 
patients.  404  of  these  were  surgical  cases,  of  which  83  were 
accidents,  an  increase  of  20  accidents  on  the  previous  year. 
There  were  302  operations  performed,  of  which  82  were  major 
and  220  minor. 

There  were  22  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  so  our  total  treated  was  503,  a  slight  increase  on 
the  previous  year.  Of  these,  273  were  discharged  cured,  34 
improved,  12  no  improvement,  6  transferred  to  other  hospitals, 
145  were  discharged  under  treatment  (with  complete  recovery 
in  the  majority  of  cases),  17  died  and  16  remained  in  hospital 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  open-air  ward  was  in  constant  use  through  the 
year,  including  the  Winter,  and  the  results  from  treatment  in 
this  ward  are  most  satisfactory.
